in this research study, infection is induced by the implantation of a fibrinogen clot 
containing a low dose of E. coli into the peritoneal cavity of anesthetized dogs. During 
the 36 hour period following clot implantation, the dogs are expected to become 
transiently lethargic and febrile. The dogs are normotensive and do not exhibit severe 
discomfort. Dogs receive volume and nutritional support during the 36 hours. A terminai 
study involving blood collection from the conscious dogs is conducted at 36 hours after 
clot implantation. This animal model is a nonlethal model of infection, which produces a 
hypermetaboiic state.

Review of scientific literatures indicates the use of analgesics during clot 
implantation wouid modify the physiologic responses to induced infection. The dose of 
E. coli has been titrated to minimize the stress to the animal and the likelihood of 
hypotension.

Ten cats were used in a pilot study to determine the effect of a new drug for treatment of 
feline infectious peritonitis (FIP). Acute pain is not associated with development of FIP. 
Cats normally experience fever, loss of appetite, and decreased activity as Ae disease 
progresses. Because a goal of the study was to evaluate the ability of the novel drug to 
reduce fever, fever-relieving drugs could not be administered. Progression of disease and 
endpoints were determined as for client owned animals. The combination of persistent 
fever, loss of appetite, poor hydration, depression, and reluctance to interact with people 
was used to determine time of euthanasia.
